—Maine Repub- 
licans apparently scored a clean 
sweep of all of the five major of- 
fices at stake as final returns 
poured in early today from this 
state’s first-in-the-nation election. 

As the _ unofficial tabulation 
climbed toward the _ two-thirds 
the election of the Repub- 
lican gubernatorial nominee al- 
ready was conceded by his Demo- 
cratic opponent, while Represent- 
ative Ralph O. Brewster, the G. 
QO. P. choice for the United States 
Senate, held an apparently insur- 
mountable lead of 46,000 votes 
over former Governor Louis J. 
Brann, the Democratic nominee. 

In 1936 Republicans retained a 
United States Senate seat by only 
4,600 votes, while piling up a 
37,000 majority for their guberna- 
torial nominee. Two years ago the 
Republican gubernatorial victory 
margin was only 17,000. 

With 465 of the state’s 629 pre- 
cincts counted, Brewster held a 
lead of 105,242 to 59,062 over 
Brann for the Senate seat. 

At the same stage in the tally- 
ing, Sumner Sewall, 44-year-old 
banker and airline director, who 
was an American ace in the first 
World War had piled up 112,388 
votes to 52,041 for Fulton J. Red- 
man, Portland lawyer and politi- 
cal columnist, who conceded §his 
defeat in a congratulatory mes- 
sage to Sewall.

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Election Inefficiency 

The Atlanta League of Women Voters, in 
charging that the city election of last Wed- 
nmesday was conducted with gross inefficiency, 
merely focused public attention on a situa- 
tion that was familiar to everyone who mark- 
ed a ballot in the election. The League state- 
ment correrated and presented in formal man- 
ner the evidence that hundreds of people 
in the city knew to be true. 


Mayor-elect Roy LeCraw has promised that 
the city will have voting machines, eliminating 
confusion and making irregularities impos- 
sible, by the time the 1944 primary and elec- 
tion come around. Why not have them for 
1942? If good in 1944, surely they will be as 
desirable in 1942. 

The only stumbling block in the way of ac- 
quiring the voting machines is the matter of 
cost. There were 38 precincts in last Wednes- 
day’s election and, allotting one machine to 
each precinct, this would involve an outlay of 
$38,000. 

It should be possible, however, for the city 
and county to purchase and use the voting 
machines jointly. City and county primaries 
are not held on the same date, and the ma- 
chines used by one could just as easily be used 
by the other. Thus the cost should be reduced 
by half, insofar as the city is concerned. 


The lesson of last Wednesday’s primary 
should not be forgotten. There was, undoubt- 
edly, disgraceful impropriety in the manner 
of conducting the voting, and counting the 
votes, at many of the precincts. Secrecy of 
the ballot was practically impossible. Precinct 
Managers were tired out after 12 hours on 
duty, even before they began the arduous task 
of vote counting. Granting that there was no 
intentional manipulation of the count, it is 
still evident that, under the physical condi- 
tions prevailing, it was practically impossible 
to secure an absolutely correct result. 

Let us have voting machines by all means. 
At the earliest possible date. And let us, like- 
wise, not forget the undesirable conditions 
that featured last week’s election and, with or 
without voting machines, see to it there shall 
be no repetition.

Southern Progress 

Announcement that the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company has placed an order for 18 
Diesel-electric locomotives, again turns atten- 
tion to the recent rapid improvement in train 
service for the south. ’ 

Only recently it became known that, by the 
use of such Diesel locomotives for switching 
here, Atlanta’s ancient problem of the smoke 
that comes from the rail canyon through the 
heart of the city, will be solved. 

For several years streamlined trains, Diesel 
powered for at least part of the journey, have 
run between this city and Washington and 
New York. One by one the southern rail lines 
are modernizing their equipment, with the 
result that the passenger of today who has, 
perhaps, preferred other modes of travel of 
recent years, is pleasantly astonished at the 
improved railroad accommodations. 

The rapid progress of the south, indus- 
trially and economically, has been the factor 
which has made it possible for the roads to 
give us these improvements. They needed 
no urging, but were themselves anxious to 
secure the better equipment as promptly as 
it could be constructed and as _ conditions 
warranted. 

It is great for us all to see this visible evi- 
dence of a truth that is inescapable. That 
is, that remarkable as southern progress has 
been, achievements of the past will, in years 
soon to come, appear as nothing to the south 
that will then be.

Kapok 

Hidden inconspicuously in the news from 
Washington relating to the national defense 
program, is an item which should be of ex- 
ceptional interest to the south. 

It is stated that among other imported 
materials, of which reserve stocks are sought 
for army and navy needs, is kapok. 

Now kapok is a raw material something 
like cotton. It comes from a tree known as 
the “silk-cotton” tree, a large growth to be 
found in Central and South America, as well 
as in Java and other eastern tropics. 

This tree sometimes grows as high as 100 
feet. Large, yellow flowers appear before the 
new leaves come and, as the flowers fall, they 
leave large pods which burst open when ma- 
ture. Inside the pods is the Kapok, a delicate, 
cotton-like material. Too short in fiber to be 
used in the textile Industry, kapok is used for 
stuffing cushions and other upholstery. 

It may be that the army and the navy have 
other uses for kapok than mere upholstering. 
But the point snould be made that, while 
kapok fiber unsuited for textiles, cotton 
fiber is suited either to textiles or to cushion 
stuffing. 

While the cotton states of the south struggle 
under the burden of too great production, 
while there are millions of bales of cotton, 
carrying government loans, stored in ware- 
houses all over this country, doesn’t it seem 
somewhat foolish for the army and navy to 
insist on kapok stuffing for cushions, when 
the cotton surplus could be drastically reduced 
by using the domestic-produced fiber? They 
must use a lot of cushions, pillows and mat- 
tresses in the army and navy, if the govern- 
ment desire for a reserve supply of kapok is 
not exaggerated. 

And, while it is desirable to encourage 
foreign trade, most of the kapok imports to- 
day come from Java. Which is by no manner 
of interpretation in the zone of the American 
hemisphere.

Warring on Disease 

Action of the State Board of Regents in 
sanctioning a plan whereby the University of 
Georgia Medical School and State Board of 
Health may co-operate to provide Georgia 
physicians with a two-week course in the 
treatment of venereal disease is another im- 
portant step in society’s fight against one of 
its most highly dreaded enemies. 

Long permitted to ravage unchecked be- 
cause of a combination of fear, ignorance, and 
the false niceties of polite discourse, venereal 
disease has taken a monstrous toll of our 
strength and of our well-being. Eight per cent 
of the whites and 50 per cent of the Negroes 


contract some venereal disease at some time | 


in their lives. In Georgia, intelligent estimate 
finds over 300,000 persons with syphilis alone. 
Annually, about 20,000 new cases occur. Ten 
per cent of the population of our insane asy- 
lums is there for syphilis of the brain. Geor- 
gia spends approximately $150,000 annually to 
support these victims. 

Since adequate treatment and early diagno- 
sis are essential to control and cure, delay 
of treatment or the consultation of quacks 
is tragically in error. With a more highly en- 
lightened populace we may hope to _ slash 
vigorously into the toll of these diseases. 

Georgia already has over 100 free clinics 
which make treatment available to the poor, 
but more than half the counties have no clinic 
at all. 

Before we can completely control the dis- 
eases, we must have the greatest co-operation 
of employers, blood tests for expectant 
mothers, free clinics in every community, a 
wider information on the cause and cure of 
the diseases, and a heightened public aware- 
ness of the penalties of neglect.

THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


ROOSEVELT CHANGES HIS METHODS aoe br his 
campaign is the first great political venture in which the President 
has ever played a lone hand. No busy brain-trusters cook up his 
speeches, and eagerly check references to confuse the opposition. 
No James A. Farley tunes the party machinery until the entire 
Democratic organization hums with power. No secret service men 
cross and recross the continent, laying out the routes of political 
grand progresses down to the last brief platform appearance at the 
lowliest whistle stop. 

Instead of his usual campaigning activities, in short, the Presi- 
dent is artfully presenting himself to the public as the busy leader 
of a great nation, too preoccupied with his innumerable. duties even 
to answer his opponent. Of course, behind the scenes, he is quietly 
directing the campaign’s course. The speaking trips of Vice Presi- 
dential Candidate Henry A. Wallace have been planned with him, 
and he has checked over all major Wallace orations. The doings 
of the new Democratic national chairman, Ed Flynn, and of his less 
conspicuous but even more active co-adjustor, Ed Kelly, of Chicago, 
are supervised from the White House. Where local situations need 
attention, the President attends to them, although on nothing like 
the lavish scale of 1936. 

But the contrast between the present and the past is still sur- 
prisingly sharp. Furthermore, one aspect of the changes at the 
White House may prove highly significant in the future. 


WHERE ARE THEY NOW? ‘So ‘far as can be discovered, for 

example, an accepted presiden- 
tial amanuensis no longer exists. The celebrated team of Corcoran 
and Cohen is not on the job. Cohen is giving most of his time to 
his position at the Interior Department, with only occasional forays 
into other fields. Corcoran had hardly returned from his honey- 
moon before he left on an extended vacation, after which it is 
probable that he will resign from the government. Judge Samuel 
J. Rosenman, of New York, the senior member of the club of presi- 
dential speech-writers, is still consulted on major utterances, but 
is not ensconced at the: White House. 

Of the other club members—Moley, Johnson, Richberg, Stanley 
High, Rex Tugwell, Adolf Berle—all are either in bad standing or 
have other tasks to do. The President himself writes his own 
speeches, using memoranda on technical matters from the depart- 
ments, and taking advice from his secretariat, his propaganda ex- 
pert, Lowell Mellett, and his special crony, Harry L. Hopkins. 

The extent of change is immediately visible when this situation 
is compared to the eleborate arrangements prevailing in 1932 and 
1936. In 1932, the brain-trusters of that forgotten era, Moley, 
Berle, Tugwell and Johnson, inhabited a secret suite at the Hotel 
Roosevelt in New York, where they received all “Democrats with 
ideas,’ hammered out policy, and wrote speeches.

They 
drafted every Roosevelt campaign utterance, from the most trivial 
five-minute expression of good-will to the famous deciaration ‘at 
Madison Square Garden that ‘‘we have just begun to fight.”

“ONE WORD MORE.

REGISTRATION LISTS A worker in the second ward, Pre- 
cinct E, reports that by midday ap- 


proximately 100 would-be voters in last Wednesday’s city pri- 
mary were turned away because their names were not on the 
registration lists. They all had registered. 


Most of these had time to go home, find their tax receipts, and 
return to the polling place and demand to be allowed to exercise 
their right of suffrage. They were, of course, refused. The elec- 
tion officials could do nothing else. 

As story after story comes in, it becomes obvious our regis- 
tration books must be in a lamentable condition. It would seem 
a simple matter for the registration office to take the daily reports 
of deaths and keep the lists purged of those who have gone on to 
their rewards. Yet the bond workers were able to have purged 
a great many names of persons who long had been dead. That 
they did not get all of them removed goes without saying. 


In talking with some of the renominated city officials yester- 
day, they declared they believed at least 3,000 mames could be 
purged from the registration lists. 

The permanent registration law is a good one. But it does mean 
the registration office must do-some work beyond the mere accept- 
ance of names for the lists. 

There is ample time to keep the lists in shape. Nothing seems 
to be done about them, beyond the mere acceptance of names, and 
that with at least some, if not a great deal, of inaccuracy, until a 
bond election is scheduled. Workers then manage to take to the 
office the names of some dead persons and have the names re- 
moved. 

The daily newspapers publish the lists of deaths each day and 
as far as these are concerned the registration office could keep 
the list purged of these by a simple checking of the published 


death lists. 

COMPLACENCY RULES Mayor-elect Roy LeCraw has one 
re very effective argument in oppos- 

ing a recount. He was ready to show the committee that at least 

17 boxes had not been sealed, as required by law, but had been 

left unsealed overnight. 

This is but one example of the several law violations reported. 
When these unsealed boxes are added to the reports of candidates 
being allowed to count votes; to the reports of ballots being taken 
out of the polling place and counted beneath neon lights on the 
sidewalk; to reports of lost and missing ballots; to reports of un- 
savory and criminal characters being allowed in polling places; 
when reports of at least more than 100 voters being disfranchised 
because of errors in the registration office, it is obvious we need 
to take up the slack. 

This is not in the interest of a single candidate. Those issues 
already are decided. They really are of secondary importance. 

What is of supreme importance is that an alarmingly large num- 
ber of persons today have lost faith in the ballot. And in elec- 
tions. They have become entirely cynical about elections. 

Such a primary as we have just had confirms their cynicism. 
It is of supreme importance those interested enough to register not 
have their rights destroyed by carelessness. It is most important 
that elections be conducted so as to assure the faith and confidence 
of those voting. 

We have become so complacent that when there is any criticism 
of public officials, too many of them look for a political reason or 
ascribe criticism to a “sour grapes” attitude. This is disturbing. 
Surely there can be no objection to asking for a better job in the 
registration office; in the facilitating of the physical act of voting 
and in the conduct of elections. 

Too many persons already have lost faith in them not to correct 
conditions. 


LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS The League of Women Vot- 


ers does an_ outstanding 
service in presenting their impartial reports on city, ecunty and 
state candidates. Newspapers of Atlanta have published them as a 
public service. 

Some effort was made to censor some of their reports by friends 
of some candidates whose records included indictments and one 
plea of guilty and one admission of perjury. The records were not 
censored but were presented as given. These reports are of un- 
usual value and will become increasingly important in their in- 
creasingly important in their influence on elections. 

Those feminine citizens of Atlanta who have not looked into 
the league, might do so with benéfit. It is not at all a group of 
reformers or of career women. The average housewife would find 
the league and its meetings stimulating and beneficial. 

It would be enormously beneficial if the league could obtain 
several thousand members. The organization of each ward would 
be beneficial. 

We must recognize a cold truth. It is that, until the League of 
Women Voters came along, there did not exist a single organization 
interested in politics which did not have én ax to grind. This league 
has no ax to grind and no motive except that of good government. 

Those women who are interested in voting and who want to 
become more intelligent voters, would do well to join the league. 
It is the one organization offering the most hope fof better gov- 
ernment.

Williams, who runs a string of 


picture theaters down this-a-away | 


and is an official of an organiza- 
tion of theater owners. 

Mr. Williams had just returned, 
when this was typed, from a visit 
to Washington, along with Bob 


Wilby, of Atlanta, also a movie | 


big shot. 

Mr. Williams feels his i tlleten 
to the capital city of these United 
States was about as futile as 
pounding sand down a rat hole 
open at both ends. 

It seems the Department of Jus- 
tice is prosecuting several hun- 
dred suits simultaneously against 
as many corporations, charging 
them with violations of the anti- 
trust laws. And the department 
has (engaged several hundred 
bright young lawyers who dig 
deeply into involved affairs for a 


few days and emerge with com- | 


plete knowledge of the subject. 
Nat said the lawyer who dealt 
with the motion picture case had 
.a profound knowledge about the 
motion picture industry because 
he had investigated a string of 
movie houses in the Tennessee 
mountains for two weeks. Mr. 
Williams offered in rebuttal that 
he, Mr. Williams, had been in the 
movie business for only about 20 
years, but thought he had a fair 
working knowledge of the theater 
managers’ problems. Which 
seemed to have made little im- 
pression.

liams spoke eloquently and _ at 
length was something about that 


movie menace called block book-| 


ing. He believes, if I understood 
him clearly, that block booking is 
pretty tough on theater owners, 
hereinafter known as “the exhibi- 
tor,” but not half so tough as the 
new system the Department of 
Justice prefers. 

“Block booking,” in terms of the 
movies, means that M-G-M or 
Paramount or some _ other 
ducer insists that a theater owner, 
or exhibitor, buy all 40 of said 
producer’s films, sight unseen, 
good, bad, indifferent or impossi- 
ble. 

But said exhibitor has a right 
to cancel 20 per cent of said or- 
ders for films and often is per- 
mitted to cancel even another 5 
per cent.

Blood Transtfusions 


MY DAY: For the British 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


HYDE PARK.—I have read in the newspapers that people have 
been donating their blood to England to use in transfusions for 
wounded soldiers. Somehow, it seemed that had nothing to do 
with me, until someone asked me yesterday if 
there was anything I could do to bring it to 
people’s attention. 

It appears that a cablegram has come from 
Dr. John Beattie, chief of the British army 
blood transfusion service, to the American Red 
Cross, requesting 10,000 pints of blood in the 
next four weeks. This would represent 20,000 
donors. I imagine the Red Cross headquarters 
anywhere will be able to give one full infor- 
mation later on, but for the present, I am told, 

Greater New York is the only place where the 
hospitals are actually co-operating with the 
various Red Cross chapters. 

Donors can go to the Presbyterian, Mount Sinai, New York hos- 
pital and the Long Island College hospital in Brooklyn. This is 
the first time that an attempt at such mass production of blood 
plasma has been made. It will mean the difference between life 
and death to many wounded soldiers. It will hardly be felt by 
the individual donor. 

There is a grim article on Poland in Friday evening’s PM. 
| Among the list of things which they give as happening just now 
in Poland, the first item, “All men and women between 16 and 47 
must register for work in Germany,” is a little reminiscent of the 
days when we sold slaves in this country and divided families, 
sending them to new masters in different places. It is quite true 
that there is no place in Nazi-culture for a man like Paderewski. 
No wonder his statue has been removed by them from Poland.

Nutritionists continue -to 
stress that a thild needs at least 


or four well-planned, bal- 


he needs for growth, maintenance, 


hard play and study. This means 


that the noon lunch must not 
be put together hit or miss but 
must be planned to provide the 


food elements, sufficient vitamins, 
minerals and calories that a groy- 
ing child needs. 

This fall send the children back 
to school each morning with a 
bright lunch box containing a 
thermos bottle or a jar with a 
tight-fitting lid that will carry 
milk, soups and other liquids 
without spilling. Plan the school 
lunches ahead of time to avoid 
the wild scramble in the morning. 


‘ Have cocoa in the thermos or your 


child’s favorite soup, or a fruit 
juice to go with a yummy piece 
of cheese. The thermos is inval- 
uable for carrying hot nourishing 
broths in winter. 

Use varying breads for 
sandwiches: muffins and 
whole grain breads, whole wheat, 
rye, and brown. Nut or raisin 
bread makes an agreeable change 
and an occasional bun or roll is 
a splendid surprise. Sandwich 
fillings can, with a little imagina- 
tion, be different: use fruits, veg- 
etables and cheese often as well 
as meat. Try omitting sandwiches 
one day, and make a lunch of cold 
chicken or lamb with a dish of 
vegetable salad and milk. Instead 
of cakes and pies, try puddings 
and baked custards, gingerbread 
or a baked apple. A covered dish 
or cup will not spill if packed 
carefully with a tight-fitting cov- 
er and many semi-liquids can be 
packed in a glass covered with 
wax paper and a string or rub- 
ber band.
